ing the right kind of stock. But

know, that Nevada ranges are now 
producing some just as Jarge,. well- 
bred and serviceable horses as any 
section of the country. Ina few 
years there will be hundreds where 
there is now one, for the scores of 
fine stallions importsd during the 
past few years, cannot but make 
their impression on the stock of 
any country. 

But the great problem/|that has 
confronted the horsemen of the 
range territories, has been and is, 
their market. Horses can be as 
cheaply and easily raised on the 
range as cattle, or even more so, 
but to make any business a success 
iis products must be disposed of 
at a price that will give a profita- 
ble return for the capital end labor 
invested. 

In former years the demand for 
cow ponies absorbed a large por- 
tion of the marketable geldings at 
fair prices, but the depression in 
the cattle busimess, and, at the 
same time, the largely increased 
attention paid to horse breeding, 
with the consequent , addition .to 
the surplus of marketable stock, 
has forced the horse ranchmen to

This is, of course, as. 
true of horses as of anything, but 


commodity. 


but the horsemen of the West 
have to contend against the great 
disadvantage of being so far re- 
moved from those sections where 
the great demand for business 
horses exists that it is mext to im: 
possible to attract buyers for their 
stock to their homes. The major- 
ity of Eastern dealers have only 
seen the little Texan or Mexican 
pony, and it embodies their sole 
idea of a Western range raiseii 
horse. It is difficult to convince 
them that some of the Western 
Territories are producing large, 
smooth, serviceable horses, suit- 
ab'e for any business. 

With cattle there are recognized 
markets and standards of value. 
You can always sell any number at 
any time for somewhere near a 
certain price. But this is not so 
with horses. You have to make 
your market. A horse is worth 
all you can get for him, but you 
must first finda buyer. Therefore 
does it not look reasonable, that 
breeding horses on the range and 
placing them on the market must, 
from the very nature of things, be 
separate and distinct branches of 
the business? The one requires, to 
be successful, a thorough knowl- 
edge of the markets, the people, 
' their modes of doing business and, 
above all, experience, which the 
other has not and could not expect 
to have. But we need not enlarge 
on this subject, since we think 
most of our readers have had more 
or less experience that has con- 
vinced them more forcibly of the 
truth of this statement than can 
words of ours. If they have not, 
nothing that we could say would 
convince them. |

The Strange Confession Heard by & Vis- 
itor ian Molokal. 

The difficulties in the way of the 
seeker after information at Molokai are 
numerous and great, but I finally man- 
aged to overcome them, writes a Phila- 
delphia Press correspondent, and in- 
duced a number of the white lepers to 
talk about themselves. One of these is 
@ woman nearly fifty years old. Though 
she has been at the settlement 4 
number of years, she is almost entirely 
free from any visible taint of the dread 
disease. Her face-is without blemish, 
and she would be even handsome if one 
could forget while one looks upon her 
that she isaleper. Moreover, she is a 
highly intelligent woman, and it must 
be believed from her own story that she 
was not many years ago a society lady 
of influence and popularity in a city not 
a great distance from San Francisco. 

“You must not mention my name,” 
said she, wheri-she finally yielded to 
persuasion and consented to tell her 
story, “for, though I have a husband and 
several children, to say nothing ofa 
large circle of friends, in the United 
States, there is only. one person, if, in- 
deed, she” be still alive, who knows any 
thing of my condition or whereabouts. 

“I propose to talk to you frankly,” 
continued the unfortunate. woman. ‘I 
have sinned—sinned grievously, and 
sometimes I think -this is my punish- 
ment. Be that as it may,I am here 
and must remain for life. I care not 
how soon the end comes; the sooner the 
better—but tomy story. 

‘My fatherfwas a Methodist minister 
in a Connectiqut town. I was educated 
at an Eastern college. When I .was 
nearly twenty\ I accompanied my par- 
ents on a visit to Washington, D. C. 
It was there I met my husband, or, to 
be more accurate, the gentlenian who 
was to be my husband a few months 
later. He wasa New Yorker, but had 
been to California, where he then had 
valuable mming and landed interests. 
Within a year from the time we met we 
were man and wife, and settled down in 
one of the coziest little homes in all 
the West. Thetownin which we lived 
grew rapidly into a city of importance. 
My husband became a very wealthy 
man. 

“Four sons and two daughters were 
born to us, and we were the happiest 
family in the world. I went a great 
deal-into society. My husband hated 
the social world, but that did not deter 
me. I went just the same, and I led—I 
ruled the highest circles. 

‘it had been fifteen years since a 
lady, a friend of mine, induced me to 
accompany her on a visit to some of her 
acquaintances at Honolulu.

I shunned socidty 
and held my polluted self aloof from all 
my frierfs. My life was a prolonged 
misery, and I longed for death. I don’t 
know why I didn’t, in that sore trial, cut 
the thread of life and set free my sin- 
ladened soul. 

‘Throughout all this I never blamed 
any one but myself—never until years 
after my return home, when I made a 
discovery. Oh, that was worse than the 
bitterest misery; it was utter damna- 
tion! I fled from home in a frenzy of 
excitement and rage which was utterly 
new tome. The friend whom I had ac- 
companied across the sea years before 
now bore me company across the same 
watery waste. But it was not a trip for 
pleasure this time. A thirst for ven- 
geance filled my hears. It was a mission 
of murder. 

‘*My real object was not confined tomy 
companion until we were far out at sea. 
I then told herall. At first she sought 
to dissuade me frem my purpose, but 
failing in this she soon fellin with my 
design (or seemed to, at least. Some- 
times I think she deceived me.) 

“On the day, nay the hour, of our ar- 
rival at Honoiulu I vailed my face, 
caught up a pistol, hailed a passing 
hackman, and was driven straight to 
the business house of the man who had 
wrecked my life and willfully chained 
me to a living, loathsomedeath.

But we find that the human race. 
either from choice or accident, has al- 
ways huddled itself into certain parts of 
the world, leaving other parts either en- 
tirely deserted or very sparsely popu- 
lated. Some very good reasons some- 
times exist for these irregularities, and 
at other times the reasons are hard to 
find. 

We can easily understand why Green- 
land, forinstanceyor Patagonia should 


not be densely settled, but it is not easy | 


to understand how the great continent 
of Australia came to be so long without 
‘inhabitants. 

It is curious to note the queer way in 
which populations have shiftedin the 
course of ages. , Asia, as the cradle of 
the humag race, first became thickly 
settled, a iphitains to-day two coun- 
tries—China and Hindostan—where the 
population is extremely dense. But 
portions of Asia—such as Arabia and 
Persia—from all accounts must -have 
lost half, if not more, of their -popula- 
tion during the last thousand years. 

Great as the Shah of Persia fancies 
himself to be, he is but a puny prince 
compared with the great Darius or 
Xerxes. 

Africa has likewise suffered an enor- 
mous loss of population since ancient 
times. We have ample proof that the 
valleyof the Nile once swarmed with 
life, and all through North Africa, now 
almost a desert, given up to wild beasts 
and wilder men, civilization once flour- 
ished toa remarkable extent. 

Europe was settled from the south, 
and the very small portion comprising 
Italy, Spain and the islands of the Med- 
iterranean Sea were populous for 
centuries, while that we know now as 
France, Germany, England, Austria and 
Russia were forests and deserts, quite 
as barbarous and uncultivated as the 
present interior of Africa. 

These were the countries of antiquity, 
North and South America and Australia 
béing unknown. Yet the two. former 
were densely populous in ages long ago. 

The valleys of the Missouri, Ohio and 
Mississippi swarmed with people en- 
gaged in business and agriculture; Mex- 
ico had a population much exceeding 
its present one; the ruins of great cities 
in Central America attest its former 
greatness, and it is certain that Peru, 
under the Incas, was the seat of amighty 
civilization. Australia, however, has 
always been a sparsely-settled country. 

Such have been the changes of time 
that much of the world is still an un- 
known land, and we are now busily en- 
gaged in discovering much that was 
known before. 

Europe has nothing to disclose, but a 
great part of Asia and nearly three- 
fourths of Africa is still a sealed book 
to us moderns. The explorations of 
Stanley and those who preceded him 
are mere spider-tracks in the desert, and 
our best maps of Africa are half guess- 
work. — 

In Asia, there is Thibet, Turkestan 


and the great desert of Sahara to be ex- P 


plored. We know almost nothing of 
Borneo, Papua or Madagascar, and 
thousands of islands in the Pacific Ocean 
are still unexplored 

Great tracts of Australia have never 
been trodden bythe foot of a white 
man, and nearly all of South America, 
inside’ of the coast lines, is known only 
by hearsay and tradition. Coming up 
to our, northern half of the continent 
we encounter more unknown lands. 
Central America and Mexico offer fertile 
fields for exploration, and Lower Cali- 
fornia has never been thoroughly ex- 
plored. ° 

In the far North is Greenland, Baffin 
Land, the great Hudson Bay region, all 
of British America north of latitude 60 
degrees, and our great Territory of 
Alaska. Here is a wonderful field for 
adventurous explorers, and it is impos- 
sible to predict whatisin store forthem. 
The natives of Northern Alaska also re- 
port that further north is another land, 
not down on the maps—an inhabited 
land with a comparatively mild climate. 

Even in the new State of Washington 
there is an unknown land of 2,500 square 
miles. This land is shut in by the 
Olympic mountains, and Indian ‘tradi- 
tions say thatitis inhabited bya very 
fierce tribe, which none of the coast 
tribes dared molest. 

Here, then, is half of our 50,000,000 
Square miles consisting of unknown 
lands! What a magnificent field for the 
men in search of health, wealth and 
knowledge! and what room ft gives for 
future generations to travel and settle! 
All of it is not fertile; some is uninhab- 
itable on account of severity of climate, 
but much of it is as fair as any land we 
know and fully as capable of supporting 
life. )

THE OLDEST ENGINEER. 


An Aurora (Iil.) Man Who Has Kan an 
Engine for Fifty-One Years. 

I read an article a few weeks ago 
abot Gust Preston, the first engineer 
who ran out of Chicago, and who is still 
on the Rockford special on the Galena 
division, writes an Aurora (lil.) corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Tribune. I can 
tell you about the oldest engineer prob- 
ably in the United States. His name is 
William Mobley, and he lives. in my 
town. He runs from Chicago to Geneva 
Lake, Wis.,on the Chicago & North- 
western. Mr. Mobley first took charge 
ofa locomotive nearly fifty-one years 
ago, and has been anengineer ever 
since. Heis said to have run the first 
engine on the Baltimore & Ohio road, 
which was one of the first railroads built 
in this country. In those days little 
basket cars were used and walking-beam 
engines, and it took two hours to go 
twelve miles on the old-fashioned strap- 
track. If by any mishap the cars jumped 
off the track Mr. Mobiey, who 1s still a 
‘talwart man, would get off his engine 
ind lift them on again. Ue has since 
run the same enyine atthe rate of thirty 
miles an hour. 

He carried President William Henry 
Harrison's message from Washington to 
Baltimore in March, 1841, and often car- 
ried the President himself. During the 
late war he acted as engineer for the 
Federal Government. This veteran en- 
gineer is near seventy years of age, but 
his figure is erect, he is hale and hearty, 
and his eyesight and hearing unim- 
paired.
